Canada  wa.s  not  freed  from  blame 
for  the  breakdown  of  the  League  of 
Nations.  In  her  first  reference  to 
the  League,  she  declared  that  she 
dissented  from  the  view  that  the 
League  was  dead.  Those  who  had 
gone  to  Oeneva  knew  that  founda- 
tions hsd  been  laid  there  for  an 
In'ci national  world  order.  One  of 
ihe  great  things  accomplished  there 
had  been  the  training  of  an  Inier- 
national  civil  service.  One  could  not 
over-estimate  the  Importance  to  the 
world  of  having  at  such  a  place  a 
huge  number  of  well-informed  and 
trained  minds  from  so  many  nstlons 
working  foRpther.

That  in- 
dustry may  well  suffer  because  of  adverse  pub- 
licity that  this  city  iiaa  received  during  some 
dayi  past.  Many  potential  Tleiton  maf  change 
plans  they  have  made  to  visit  Vancouver  Island. 
Since  the  city  relies  so  much  on  each  Summer's 
tourist  Influx,  it  U  a  matter  of  grave  importance 
to  Insure,  so  far  as  possible,  that  publicity  efTorts 
towards  this  end  are  not  wasted.  The  municipal- 
ity supplies  the  money  for  euch  publicity.  It  has 
a  responsibility  to  do  all  In  Its  power,  through 
the  weight  of  the  representations  it  makes  to 
other  authorities  and  in  other  ways,  to  insure 
that  It  reaps  the  beoeflts  from  its  expenditure  In 
ttUs  particular. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  unemployed 
Is  a  governmental  venture.  That  problem  was 
brought  to  Its  present  impasse  by  virtue  of  the 
fact  that  the  Federal  Government  absndoned 
llftef  the  rehef  which  it  had  reiiard*d 
as  a  responsibility.  It  attempted  to  throw  the 
onus  exclusively  on  the  Provincial  and  municipal 
authorities,  and  If  It  maintains  its  attitude  In 
this  particular,  sooner  or  later,  the  latter  powers 
will  have  to  step  into  the  breach.  In  the  mean- 
time a  situation  has  developed  of  which  this  city 
Is  becoming  the  focal  point.  It  Is  Victoria,  there- 
fore, that  will  be  the  sufferer  In  the  event  of 
thSM  being  a  falUag  off  in  the  tourist  trafHc 
because  of  the  presence  here  o(  numbers  of  the 
single  unemployed  from  other  parU  of  the 
Prorinoe. 

Apart  altogether  from  this  consideration,  there 
remain  even  more  important  aspects  of  Uie  pres- 
ent iltMMen.  Ihresumably  camps  for  the  single 
unenplO^ed  were  abandoned  because  of  the  be- 
lief that  worli  and  wages  would  be  available.  The 
Frovtaela)  Odvemment,  through  Its-  spokesmen, 
has  talked  again  and  again  of  the  provision  of 
employment  for  those  who  have  for  so  long  been 
in  a  state  of  enforced  idleness.  Apparently  it  has 
been  largely  talk,  for  this  Is  a  time  of  the  year 
when  employment  siiould  be  at  Its  height.  It 
would  be  the  ideal  solutl<m  of  the  problem  ot  the 
.single  unemployed  to  find  them  occupations  If 
that  is  impossible,  when  all  avenues  have  been 
ekplored.  then  it  is  a  logical  conclusion  that  on 
the  ba.si.s  of  pa.st  practice  thry  .should  be  given 
relief.  The  bulk  of  the  men  want  work,  but  fail- 
ing that  they  have  a  precedent  for  expecting 
relief.  It  is  the  boa.st  of  Canada,  voiced  many 
times,  that  no  Individual  is  allowed  to  starve,  and 
that  boast  has  come  always  from  the  mouths  of 
politicians.  At  present  It  Is  public  philanthropy 
that  la  providing  the  single  unemployed  here 
with  the  means  of  subsistence.  Those  members 
of  the  public  who  are  showing  this  benevolence 
are  doing  so  temporarily  while  authority  makes 
up  its  mind  about  a  solution  for  the  problem. 
That  problem  has  been  allowed  to  drag  on  too 
long  and  it  Is  con.sUtuting  the  poorest  kind  of 
advertisement  for  British  Columbia. 


Letters  to  the  Idlti^  there  Is  a  communication 
from  a  supporter  of  fhe  theory  who  mentions  the 

appearance  of  the  term  Great  Britain  (m  coins 
issued  In  £ngland  before  1707.  Another  argument, 
eommonly  used  in  this  eenneetlon,  is  the  wsil- 
Imown  fact  that  in  their  addre.u  to  the  King  on 
the  occasion  of  the  traivslation  of  the  Bible,  the 
learned  divmec  called  him  the  high  and  mighty 
Prince,  James,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Zieland.  Also  an  extract  from  the  Journals 
of  the  English  Houio  of  ParitaMotk  te  WQUam 
ui's  reign,  has  been  bfovfht  fMnrwd  In  wpport 
of  the  theory. 

One  answer  will  serve  to  dispose  of  all  three  of 
those  points.  It  is  that  neither  the  artists  and 
artificers  who  designed  and  executed  the  effigies 
and  Inscriptions  upon  the  coins  issued  from  the 
Royal  Mint,  nor  the  sound  scholars  who  transMited 
the  Bible,  nor  the  scribes  who  kept  the  official 
records  of  proceedings  in  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment, nor  all  three  together,  had  the  power  to 
confer  a  kingly  title  or  give  any  legal  validity  to 
the  title.  King  of  Great  Britain.  That  power  lay 
with  the  Parliaments  which  effeettd  the  Uhlon 
of  the  two  Kingdoms  into  one. 

It  Is  difficult  to  understand  how  the  name 
Great  Britain  could  have  any  political  or  con- 
stitutional significance  under  the  Stuarts  prior 
to  1707.  Before  the  union  of  the  Parliaments, 
which  took  place  in  that  year,  the  Island  of 
Great  Britain  as  a  geographical  unit  comprised 
two  distinct  Kingdoms.  In  1707  the  two  King- 
doms became  one,  and  the  name  Chreat  Britain, 
hitherto  merely  a  geographical  expression,  took 
on  a  new  meaning.  '  The  Act  of  Union, "  says 
Green,  "provided  that  the  Kingdoms  should  be 
united  into  one  under  the  name  of  Great  Britain 
.  .  .  The  "Scotch  Church  and  the  Scotch  Law  were 
left  untouched,  end  a  uniform  system  of  coinage 
adopted." 

The  relations  between  the  two  Kingdoms  prior 
to  the  Union  of  1707  is  well  brought  out  by  what 
happened  on  the  abdication  of  James  II.  Let 
Burnet,  who  was  an  actor  in  some  important 
evenU  of  the  time.  teU  the  story  of  how  WUUam 
III  and  Mary  became  sovereigns  of  Scotland: 

"Three  Commissioners  were  sent,  one  of  every

WOMEN  AND  DUT 


There  Is  a  new  cause  advanced  to  account  for 
economic  depression.  Professor  Norman  DeWitt, 
of  Victoria  College,  Toronto,  says  that  it  is  women 
who  go  on  diets  who  are  to  blame.  His  estimate 

is  that  26,000,000  women  In  North  America  are 
engaged  in  the  task  of  reducing  their  weights, 
perhaps  by  two  pounds  of  food  per  week,  and 
therefore  there  Is  52,000.000  pounds  "loss  of  food 
sale"  weekly.  That  means  that  In  the  course  of 
the  year  there  is  an  immense  loss  m  production; 
there  Is  less  money  in  circulation,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence there  is  economic  depression  because 
of  so  many  less  people  engaged  in  industry. 

The  loss  in  the  production  of  foodstuffs,  how- 
ever, has  its  compensations.  There  arc  more  pilLs 
and  potions  taken;  there  is  extra  work  and  wages 
for  beauticians,  masseurs  and  other  specialists. 
What  is  saved  In  food.stufTs  Is  undoubtedly  .spent 
In  other  ways  and  Uie  consuming  power,  in  its 
widest  significance.  Is  much  the  Sams'  as  it  was. 
Professor  DeWItt,  therefore.  Will'  have  to  revi.se 
his  theory.  Women  never  engage  in  dieting  for 
the  purpose  of  saving  money,  the  loss  of  potmd> 
age  doe.s  not  mean  that  any  leu  money  is  spent 
on  the  scljgpie  of  living. 


POWER  OF  DISALLOWANCE 


The  two  laws  of  the  Legislature  of  Alberta  re- 
cently dl.'^allowed  by  the  Oovernor-Oeneral-ln- 
Council  were  Uiose  dealing  with  mortgage  fore- 
elosiuresland  taxation  of  certain  securities.  They 
were  disallowed  on  the'ground  that  the  Federal 
Government  Is  the  guardian  of  national  interests. 
Mr.  Mackengle  King,  the  Prime  Minilrter.  made 
this  explanation  "In  his  report  the  Minister  of 
Justice  poinu  out  that  it  Vi''one  of  the  cardinal 
principles  of  the  Aet  of  Confederation  that  the 
Proviiirial  Leei.'^laturcs  .slmuld  be  confined.  In 
their  exercise  of  Uieir  sovereign  legislative  power, 
to  enacting  laws  provincial  or  local  In  scope.  The 
Lepl.slature  of  Alberta  has  not,  in  the  minlstrr'.s 
opinion,  and  in  that  of  the  Government,  engaged 
Itself  genuinely'  and  in  good  faith  Sn  the  legisla- 
tive field  a.s.s|Rned  to  it  by  the  B  N  A.  Act  Instead 
It  has  deliberately  legislated  in  a  manner  iix- 
Jurlous  to  the  public  Interest  of  Canada  and 
contrary  to  the  Clear  intention  of  the  Aet  of 
Confederation." 

The  dlsaUowance~o]f  the  two  statutes  in  ques- 
tion came  as  a  .somewhat  belated  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Dominion  Government,  and  after  one 
of  them  had  become  effective,  on  June  1.  The 
question  now  arl.^es  If  Alberta  can  collect  the 
taxes  concerned  while  the  law  was  In  force,  a 
matter  of  a  couple  of  weeks.  Possibly  Ottawa  has 
some  excuse  for  procrastinating  In  rendering  its 
decision.  It  waited  until  the  Saskatchewan  elec- 
tion had  been  held,  and  In  that  election  Social 
Credit  methods  were  an  Issue  Had  it  disallowed 
the  Alberta  Acts  prior  to  that  election,  it  might 
well  have  been  accused  of  attempting  to  Influ- 
ence the  result.  The  chief  point  is  that  the 
Dominion  hks  taken  a  stand  which  cannot  fall 
to  commend  Itself  to  all  those  who  believe  In  the 
preservation  of  >  ivil  nnhU  as  decreed  by  cen- 
turies of  precedent.  It  has  made  not  only  a  self- 
respccthig  and  resolute  decision,  but  has  shown 
the  people  that  there  are  safeguards  In  the  Con- 
stitution of  the 'country  which  will  prevent  their 
being  made  the  subjects  of  experiments  designed 
to  restrict  their  liberties  and  that  sense  of  Justice 
In  dealliigs  one  with  another  which  Ig  an  JUiaUen- 
able  privilege  of  democraey.
